A DRAMATIC RELIC. 


Representation of a London Theater in 
Shakespeare’s Time. | 
An interesting dramatic relic has just | 
been sent to the British Museum on a loan : 
by the University of Utrecht, says the Lon- | 
don Times. It is a representation and 
description of the Swan Theater in South- 
wark, in 14596. The picture was discovered 
in @ manuscript work in the Utrecht library. 
The author was one Van Buchell, who filled 
this commonplace book with notes on vari- 
ous subjects. Among others is the picture 
of the Swan, with letter-press on the op- 
posite page. The former is described as 
drawn ex observatio nibus Londonensibus 
Johannes De Witt, anda point’ of doubt in | 

connection with it is whether the picture 

was actually copied from one drawn by De 
Witt, or whether it was drawn by Van | 
Buchell from oral descriptions by De Witt. | 
The latter wasa Dutch scholar and preb- 
endary of the sixteenth century, who 
traveled widely in foreign countries (proba- 
bly because he was a Roman Catholic, for 
w Holiand would not be comfortable 
just then), and noted what hesaw. Thé 
theater is represented as containing three 
galleries, one above the other, with a tiled 
roof above the top one, but open tothe sky 
in the. eenter. The stage is supported on 
wooden posts, painted like marble, ‘so 
that,’’ remarks De Witt, ‘it might deceive 
the most sagacious.”’ It is believed to have 
been removable, so that the amphitheater 
might be free whenever it was wanted 
for bull or bear baiting. The green- 
room is represented as an erection in 
the space behind the stage and apparent- 
ly open to the public view. ‘De Witt de- 
scribed itto Van Buchell as built solidly of 
flints and possessing sccommodation for 
8,000 persons. It is possible that a large 
number could stand in the amphitheater on 
a level with the stage, in no other way can 
we account for this surprising statement. 
He says there were four theaters in Lon- 
don which derived their names from vari- 
ous signs and éach had performances every 
day. Thetwo principal ones were on the 
south side oftheriver and were called the 
Rose and the Swan—Shakespeare’s Globe 
did not then exist--and there were two in 
the north in Bishopsgate street. A fifth 
was used for bull and bear baiting, and ac- 
cording to De Witt “presents a most de- 
lightful spectacle.’’” The best, he says, was | 
the Swan, of which he gives a picture, be- 
cause of its accommodation and its archi- 
tecture, which seemed to him to be a sur- 
vival of the Roman amphitheater, and it is 


Van Buchell preserved the picture. In the 
play in progress on the stage two ladies are 
in conversation, and some one enters to 
them, probably a messenger; but it is prob- 
able that this is afancy scene and comes 
from no Elizabethan drama. The drawing 
and letter-press were brought to hght by 
Dr. Carl Gaedertz, who has published with 
Mueller, of Bremen,a fac-simile of both, 
with adiscussion on the subject in a pam- 
phiet entitled, “Zur Kentniss der Alten- 
glischen Buhne,’’ which is intended as a 
contribution, to Shakespearean literature. 
It has been generously lent by the Utrecht 
University authorities to the British Museum 
for the inspection of students of the Eliza- 
bethan Theater.

WHEN FORTUNES COME. 


Statement That Wealth in America Is 
Acquired by Men of Forty. 

One of the brightest young men in public 
life said t© a New York Sun man the other 
day that he was going to make his ever- 
lasting fortune some day when he grew 
“But there is plenty of 
time for that,”’ said he. “Do you know that 
it is almost a rulein this country that men 
do not make their fortunes until they are 
forty years old or older? The grand excep- 
tion to the rule is Jay Gould, but the con- 
temporary fortunes were nearly all made 
when their founders were at or beyond 
middle age. Commodore Vanderbilt, John 
Jacob Astor, A. T. Stewart, and all the 
others prove what I say.”’ 


The reporter to whom this was said 


turned over the pages ofthe biographies 
and other works of reference at his hand, 
and found enough in them to warrant the 


assertion that at least a great many rich P 


Americans have been beyond forty years 
of age when they have accrued riches. Cer- 
tainly the richest body of men in the land, 
the United States Senate, is composed of 
elderly men; bat in the lower house of Con- 
gress we see millionaires wh®look svarce- 
ly old enough for the rule. |, 

Alexander T. Ste wart came here in 1823 
from Ireland, where he was born in 1808. 
He opened a little linen store on Broadway, 


' ahd gathered wealth very slowly at first, as 
‘ most other men haddone. He was prudent, 


shrewd and original, and gradually became 


a heavy importer; but he was forty-five 


years old when he became able to put up the 
rst of the two great stores in which he 
afterward transacted his business. 
Henry Clewsis an example. He spent 
his early manhood as a clerk, and when the 
war broke out and found him a broker in a 
small way he began to make money. 


at the close of the war with half a million, 
jobbed in certificates of indebtedness, and 
laid the basis of the wealth which Ciews 
afterward accrued. He failed, but further 
demonstrated the rule by making his way 
over again, as Henry Villard has done. 

Henry Villard is about fifty-five years old. 
He .came here from Germany at twenty 
years of age, and sold subscription books at 
first, then became an irregular writer for 
the pfess. He studied law later, but gave 
that up and adopted journalism as his pro- 
fession. He was forty-one years old when, 
in 1874, he began the great Oregon railway 
operation that made him wealthy. Nine 
years later, when the famous golden spike 
was driven through a Northern Pacific rail- 
road sleeper he was worth $5,000,000. He 
impoverished himself in trying to maintain 
the value of his property, and went under. 
Next, at more than fifty years of age, he 
rose again as a financier. 

Warner Miller is fifty years old. Be- 
ginning in the humblest way, he managed 
to organize a mill company, and worked six- 
teen hours a day for ten years to make his 
fortune. He was past forty when his bank 
accounts showed him that he could afford to 
take the world more easily. He is a 
millionaire now. Levi P. Morton is about 
sixty-three years old.. Twenty-five years 
ago, when he was thirty-eight or thirty- 
nine, he founded his banking house. He 
was fifty-one when his wealth enabled ‘him 
to devote a partof his time to public life. 


His great stroke was made when he 


established his London house in 1868, and 
soon afterward went into the syndicate for 
funding the United States debt. He was 
past forty-three then. Charles Crocker was 
past forty when he began to bea millionaire. 
Edward F. Jones, the rich scale maker and 
Lieutenant-Governor of this State, was 
born in 1828. He began his business career 
at the close of the war, and was long past 
forty when he became rich. Henry B. 
Courtney, the marble millionaire, now dead, 
started with fifty dollars in 1853, when 
thirty-three years old. He was beyond 
middle life when he got his pile. 

John B. Slawson, the car-fare box in- 
ventor, was twenty-five years old when he 
went to New Orleans in 1840 from this 
State. There he slowly made his way up- 
ward. But for the war he would have 
pushed his invention at forty-six years of 
age, but he had to wait,and he was past fifty 
when his big money began topourin. His 
friend Stephenson, the horse car builder, 
also a millionaire, had to wait for middle 
age to get great riches. So did the elder 
Bennett, of the Herald, so did Hon, Oswald 
Ottendorfer, and so did the late Marshall O. 
Roberts. 

Jay Gould's early life was a failure, but 
this phase of it was very short. He was 
born in 1881, and went into speculating in 
railroad stock in 1850, when he was only 
twenty-eight years old. He was very suc- 
coasful, and made use of the war, when it 
broke out, to give large returns on small or 
shrewd speculations. His fortieth year 
found him, in his present opinion, only 
starting in life, but the world already 
knew him as a master money maker, for he 
had been more than thfee years president 
of the Erié railroad, and his associate, Fisk, 
had startied America with his share of the 
partnership. 

Samuel J. Tilden made his first consider- 
able money as a lawyer, but he was more 
than forty years old before he put other 
aspirations aside for the time and began 
that devotion to his profession which was 
quickly distinguished by his connection 
with the greatest law causes of the day, 
He was forty-one when, in 1855, he was 
defeated as a candidate for Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State. After that came his 
greatest legal triumphs, and after them his 
still greater financial operations. 

The Standard Oil fortunes nearly all 
prove the rule. Mr. Rogers made his share 
of that pile while younger than forty years 
old, but Messrs. Rockefeller, Starbuck and 
Flagler were beyond that age when they 
grew rich. In Philadelphia, George W. 
Childs is probably an exception. He is only 
sixty years old, and has been rich more 
than twenty years; but John Wanamaker 
only began the makiag of his fortune in 
1876, when he was thirty-eight. He was 
nearer fifty than forty when he became real- 
ly rich. 

Augustin Daly is fifty-two years old. He 
was thirty-four when he began his brave 
struggle with the dramatic company that 
is now world famous. Wealth did notreach 
him till he was beyond forty. The ministry 
contains numerous examples that are to 
the point. -Rev. Dr. John Hall was thirty- 
eight years old when he came to America 
on the mission that fhtroduced him here. 
He was thirty-nine when on his return to 
Europe he received and accepted the flat- 
tering offer that made him the recipient of

THE Journal claims that it is all 
a dream to imagine that the Re- 
duction Works are injured by the 
State’s action in tapping the pond 
created by theirdam. The works 
are already injured, actually in- 
jured, financially and inevery other 
way. They have been put to great 
expense in fighting law suits at a 
time when every dollar they could 
raise was needed to perfect their 
works and pay for ore, ‘uel, ma- 
terials, etc. The reputation of the 
works has been injured abroad 
and suspicion created which has 
turned trade into other chan- 
nels. We know the works are in 
good hands and we expect to see 
them come out all right, but the 
company has been hindered, har- 
rassed and injured by the very 
party that should have been its 
friend and protector. It pays 
taxes for the benefits of a state 
goveroment and those taxes have 
been used to damage and ruin it. 

No such a course has ever been 
taken, even by rival water com- 
panies, in this State or on this 
coast. No set of men ever thought 
of such a cheeky and unscupalous 
proposition as going on the oppo- 
site bank and tapping auother 
man’s dam,and we claim that, even 
if there is a technicality in the law 
which permits it, itis indecent and 
morally dishonest for any one to 
do so. 

For twenty years the people of 
Reno have talked and maneuvered 
for reduction works. The hope of 
the town was represented to be 
that such works would come here. 
Enterprising men finally located 
them, and, with the co-operation 
of citizens here, they were opened 
for business, and were just begin- 
ning to grow, furnishing employ- 
ment for more and more men, and 


disbursing money through the’ 


State, when their power was at- 
tacked. 

The GAZETTE claims that these 
works should have that thousand 
feet of river bank unmolested. 
That if it has the good fortune to 
get ore it should rot have to con- 
sult any one about doubling its 
water pewer or enlarging its 
works ten times if it can. It 
should not have to go into the 
courts and fight for years through 
the District court, the State Su- 
preme Court and the Supreme 
Court of the United States for its 
rights. We know how narrow the 
line often is between success and 
failure,and we have seen many a 
worthy man and many a good en- 
terprise ruined by oppressive law 
suits. 

The GAZETTE also claims that 
the State’s money is being wasted 
in an impossible scheme to tap the 
company’s pond, carry its water 
along an unnatural route, crossing 
the river on an expensive trestle 
work and all that when the water 
will only last a few weeks or 
months of the year, affording an

The Wrecked Navali Cadets. 

Cuicaao, April 11.—D. B. Wells of

to Sydney, it is possible that a suitable 
vessel could not be obtained at Auck- 
land. , It is therefore impossible to tell 
when they may be expected to arrive 
at San Francisco. The naval cadets of 
the class of ’87, who were upon the 

wrecked ships, had been ordered to 
report for final examination at the 
Naval Academy between May Ist and 
10th. Should they reach the United 
States in time to visit their homes be- 
fore the expiration of the period al- 
lowed for reporting, they will be at 
liberty to do 8 80.

" safe, however strong, can resist. To reas- 


sure society, I will say that more than half 
| of these are safe behind prison bars. Safe- 
breakers have more than kept pace with 
improvements in safes, including time locks, 
chilled steel chests of eight, or nine thick- 
nesses and electric protective attachments. 
Their tools are made by some of the finest 
mechanics and inventive geniuses of the 
world. A full kit of the most approved 
modern safe-worker’s tools costs about 
$5,000. 

The modern safe burglar is an exceeding- 
ly keen, intelligent man. He can open a 
safe having allthe modern improvements 
in from ten minutes to two hours without 
the aid of explosives, and by only slightly 
defacing it. Sometimes he leaves scarcely 
a mark. 

A first class modern safe, whether large 
or small, generally has double outside and 
inside doors, with a steel chest in the bot- 
tom, forming really a safe withina safe, 
the inside one being the stronger. The 
outside door is usually either “stuffed” or 
‘“‘skeleton.” The inside one is made of 
eight or nine sheets, of different temper, of 
the finest steel. These sheets are bolted 
together with conical bolts, having left- 
hand threads, after which the heads of the 
bolts are cut off, leaving what is virtually 
a solid piece of steel, which no drill can 
penetrate. The best locks are of the com- 
bination type, with time-lock attachment. 
In both cities and towns safes containing 
the most valuables have an electmc alarm 
attached, Any tampering with it will com- 
municate the fact to the owners or the 
safe’s guardian, which in cities is either‘an 
electric protective bureau or a céntral po- 
lice station. Weeks, and.sometimes eyen 
months, are spent in putting up a jobof 


jobs are done to carry out one where the 


sands of dollars. * 

Keys are fitted to every door which stands 
between the street and the, bank vault by 
means of athin sheet of brass, as near as 
possible the same size as the keyhole, and 
covered with a thin coatof carbon, which 
may be applied with a match. A dozen en- 
trances may have to be made to the bank 
before itis finally robbed. A key is fitted 
first to the outer door. This course is 
continued until keys are had of every 
door leading to the vault. Having the 
watchman and officials of the bank down 
fine, one of the last things to do is to select 
a favorable night. 

Then the bank burglar proper appears. 
He has usually three assistants. The gang 
never appears until the night of the rob- 
bery, and, then not till.eleven or twelve 
o’clock. If there isa watchman, his habits 
and disposition have been carefully noted, 
and, having access to the bank by keys, it 
is an easy matter to surprise and overpow- 
erhim. A ‘‘crow’’ is next planted outside, 
or in an upper window, if there be one, to 
give notice, by means of signals or a cord 
reaching to the workers, of the approach of 
patrolmen or chance passers-by. A regu- 
lar code of signals 1s used, telling when to 
cease operations and seek cover, and whep 
to resume work. 

Next is brought into use the simplest and 
yet strongest and most complete tool for 
the purpose. Itis six inches in length and 
two inches in diameter at one end, tapering 
to nothing attheother, It is pear-shaped, 
and a thread exténds from end to end. It 
is made of Muchet’s tool steel, the best in 
the world. A second wedge-shaped tap 
works inside this tool. When this tap is 
screwed home it exerts a spreading force of 
many tons. This tool, ‘‘the persuader,’’ is 
inserted in the most minute crack or drijJ 
hole, and, properly blocked at the right 
time, will force the strongest safe door open 
with a sound no louder than an ordinary 
‘fire-cracker will make. The outer and 
inner doors open, if there be a time lock on 
the chest, a small dynamite cartridge is 
piuced opposite, a detonating fuse lighted 
and the outer door closed. The jarring 
caused by the explosion, which makes a 
noise scarcely as loud as a pistol shot, dis- 
arrange the works of the time lock, which 
runs dows and is useless, the clock running 
down with exactly a clock’s sound when it 
is doing the same. The heavy outer door of 
the vault being closed, scarcely an audible 
sound reaches the street 

When drilling is necessary a light, com- 
pact machine, which fits the combination 
dial plate, and which rapidly drills a small 
hole above the water rim of the combination 
dial plate, is used. A small steel broach ® 
then inserted and he combination knob 
turned until the tumblers are brought into 
position, thus permitting the ‘“‘dog’’ or! bar 
todrop. Aturn of the handle shoots the 
bolts back and the door swings open, 

If the operators find on entering the vault 
that the steel chest is an improved one, they 
then proceed to “strip’’ it. Sheet after 
sheet is taken off until the works are ex- 
posed., This is done by using a ‘‘crow,”’ 
which is sectional—thaj is, it may be ex- 
tended or contracted, as may be necessary. 
To an ordinary observer the ‘‘crow’’ looks 
like the bar which holds the “manhole” 
plate of a steam boiler in place, and is 
worked on precisely the same principle. 

Should it be necessary to ‘‘wedge’”’ a safe 
open, a modified form of the old “drag” is 
used. It is a light but rigid and strong 
steel bar, sectional, as to suit different 
sized safes, and for ease in transportation, 
which clamps the outer side of the safe. 
Through the bar is run a screw-threaded 
bolt, with a ball jomt at one end for a re- 
ceiving wedge. On the other end is worked 
a railroad wrench, used by track hands for 
tightening rails, and which can be procured 
from any railroad section-house. With 
wedging and blocking, no door can resist 
this instrument. Sometimes a miniature 
railroad ‘‘jack,’’ such as engineers carry, is 
substituted. A heavy cleat is firmly faét- 
enedin proper position and placed on the 
floor. The wedgein the crack, the “‘jack” 
in place, the result is but a question of time.
